County World's Fair com mi HO ion at 
their meeting today appointed * com- 
mittee to Inspect and report on the con* 
ditlon of the preserved fruit In glass Jara 
DOW stored in the basement of the 
Hughes block. 
As all this fruit was pat up and han- 


dled by myself t deem it proper to ex- 
plain its condition and how it should be 
taken care of in tbe future. The pre- 
servative fluid mainly used is the 
Dr. Yancey preservative liquid. It has 
kept the fruit in good condition but the 
liquid ifl deeply colored and has a fun- 
goid scum floating on the top, so that it 
must be replaced with fresh liquid, and 
such portions of the fruit as are soft 
muat be thrown away and the jars re- 
packed. 
This IB a work requirine mnch ex- 


perience and should ba done only after 
the exhibit arrives in Chicago, when 
after repacking it will look ao fresh as 
the day on which it was placed in the 
jars. In order to teat this matter I took 
several jara of wine gtauss from the 
basement and repacked them in the 
commiBsion'fl office. They are there on 
exhibition cow and are seen to be..m a 
perfect state of preservation, the bloom 
Btill being on (he berries and the berries 
themselves boiug as bard as when first 
picked. TbiBWorkof rspicking is very 
delicate and must be done by an expert 
or one who haa had Considerable experi- 
ence in such wort, as I have had ever 
since I took charge of ihe exhibit. 


I know that in several other counties 


the fruit presents) the eame appearance 
as that ot the FroBnoIcounty exhibit, and 
a person not familiar with the process of 
preserving would believe that the ex- 
hibits are spoiled, but this is not the 
caee. 


The work of preparing the exhibit, I 


have been informed, is DOW practically 
closed on the plea of economy but I fear 
that such economy will be disastrous to 
the exhibit upon which . I have spent 
nine months of constant diligent atten- 
tion and care. 


I wish the public to inform themselves 


of the facts of the caee because it is 
Bometbine that concerns all who have 
the interest of Fresno county at heart.

BUSINESS MEN HOLD A MEETING 


The Project 
IB Thoroughly 
Dlfl- 


cusaed—A Good Suptrtstluii 


by M. Theo Kearney. 


A number of prominent business men 


met at tbe Hughes hotel yesterday morn- 
ing to consider tbo proposed tidewater 
railroad from Freeno to Monterey, and 
to take steps that will further the enter- 
prise. The interest in the project is in- 
ireualng, our business men beginning to 
realize tbe importance of such a road, 
and yesterday's meeting has given it a 
stimulus that will be productive of good 
resnlta. 


W. W. PhilJips was elected chairman 


of the meeting. After stating Itsjlbjecte 
briefly, Mr. Phillips epoke of tho various 
advantages that would accrue to Fresno 
if it were made the eastern terminus ol 
tho road. Ho did not believe that all 
enterprise was dead in Fresno, and was 
ol the opinion that $50,001) could ba 
raised here as Fresno's share of the re- 
quired bonus. 


Alter Mr. Phillips had finished, M. 


Theo Kearney was asked for hta views 
on the subject. He said that, while in 
New York about two weeks ago, he met 
a man who was endeavoring to work up 
a railroad scheme for the purpose of pro- 
viding the San Joaquio valley with an 
outlet. Tbia man was trying to negoti- 
ate tbe eule of bonds to a trust company. 
Asked what 
subscriptions had been 


given tho man answered none, and the 
company wonld negotiate no 
further 


with him. Mr. Kearney related this in- 
cident to emphasize lha necessity of 
being able to show that tbe people along 
any propoeedroad are interested in it. 


Mr. Kearney stated that what tho 


bond 
buyers desired to know was 


whether the people wanted tbe road aid 
would patronize it. A large number tf 
subscribers cause them to consider a 
scheme witb great favor. The n ore 
subscribers the better. If $50,000 were 
raised In subscriptions of $L each so 
much the better. A trust company witb 
millions back of it doesn't rare much for 
a $50,000 lubscriptiou as ench, but it 
does care for th&t sum as an espioeeioa 
of the feeling of tbe people towaid an en- 
terprise. 


It was suggested by Mr. Kearaey that 


the bankers of this city act as trustees 
for the subscribers to tbo bonuu for the 
Monterey & Fresno railroad, and that 
they pay the money to (he railroad, as 
each trustees, when the road la com- 
pleted and in operation, independently 
of the Southern Pacific company. Furth- 
ermore, the subscriptions and tho value 
of the rigbte of way should be made a 
part of the bonded indebtedness of tbe 
company, with the underetandiiig that 
they would have to bo paid along with 
the other bonds should the road in any 
way fall into tbe hands of the Sou horn 
Pacific. 


If tbo Monterey road itself agrees to 


pay back the subscriptions if the road 
J 


osses into the hands of tbe Southern 
aciflc, 
that 
aicreomoat might not 


amount to anything If the road becomen 
ban It nipt, tmd therefore not be able ti 
lodeom Its promise. Dy making the 
subscriptions a part of the bonded in- 
debtodneeB, tho subscribers would be 
certain of getting back their money il 
the road nhould ever pass into the haudH 
of tbe Bouthern PaclUu. 


Two things should bo done immedi- 


ately by tbe peoplu of tbie valley, con* 
tinned Mr. Kearney; one of them is to 
organize tho raisin industry nnd the 
other to build a competing railroad to 
tidewater. If tbe raisin men uonld be 
led to Bee that with reasonable freight 
rates they would realize ns much for 
raisins a1.3 cents per pound a i they do 
now at 0, every owner of a twenty acre 
vineyard would favor the road. Tho 
speaker concluded by saying that the 
trust company In New York wanted to 
;et a road independent of the Southern 
ifrclllo, and assurance muat be given 
Colonel Jones that the people wanted 
tbe road, HO that when be goes to New 
Yoik he will have no didlculty in selling 
tbe bonds. 


Fulton G. Berry thought the quickest 


way to raiao the $25,00) would bo for 
twenty-five men to subscribe (2000 each. 
Mr. Kearney repeated that a large num- 
ber of small subscribtlons would bo bet- 
ter than a few large ones. 
' Chairman Phillips then broached (he 
matter of right of way. It was hia opin- 
ion that property owners In the city and 
suburbs would not give the rights of way 
for tbe road to cross their lots. HB 
thought this difficulty might bo settled 
by tbo city trustees allowing the road to 
come in on one of tbo streets on tbo west 
side of the Southern Pacific track. 


Mr. Kearney suggested that perhaps 


tbe supervisors would allow the road to 
follow California avenue for ten miles 
west of tbe city, and after that there 
would be no trouble in securing tho 
right cf way. 


O. J. Woodward, T. 0. White and W. 


W. Phillips were elected a committee to 
wait upon the board of supervisors of 
this county and the trustees of this city, 
and invite them to attend the mass meet- 
ing on Saturday evjnlng at 7.30 o'clock, 
in Kutner hall. It was also decided by 
those preient that all interested In tbe 
project should do their best to secure a 
large attendance at this meeting. 


M. Tbtto Kearney, A. J. Wiener aud 


Thomas £. Hughes were, appointed a 
committee to Becure the co-operation of 
tbe press cf this city In the matter of 
making the mass meeting on Saturday 
evening a success. T, C. White and C. 
L. Walter were chosen to furnish mosic 
for the occasion. .T. O. White made a 
puffgestlon that meetings be held in tbe 
colonies In order to get tbe farmers and 
vineyardiets interested. If they did not 
want to subscribe they should pledge 
themselvci to patronize the road. Mr. 
Kearney thought it would only be neces- 
sary to put the project before the people 
in its proper light in order to got them 
to put tbeir shoulders to the wheel. 
After a little more general discussion the 
meeting adjourned. 


Everything will be done to make the 


mafia meeting next Saturday evening a 
grand success. It ia hoped that every 
One interested in the project and capable 
of lending it a helping band will be 
present. SpeakeiB thoroughly informed 
on all matters in connection with the 
road will address tbe meeting, anul 
Colonel Jones will also talk. Mr. Kear- 
ney, by tbe war, h*B raised his sub-

They Should Bo Selected From Won* 


Scale Iiocalltiea. 


EDITOR REPUBLICAN —I notice in your 


approving comments on the success of 
Portervillo in carrying off so many 
premiums from tho staie citrus fair at 
Ban Francisco that you remark that "the 
Porterville -district is identically the 
same in character of soil and climate 
witb tbo fcothill citrus bait of this 
county." 


In this you are undoubtedly correct. 


There is a large belt of good citrus coun- 
try running along tbe foothills of Fresno, 
Tulare and Kern counties. The choicest 
spots are those best protected from cold 
currents of air running down the mount- 
ain canyons and from tbe north winds 
by projecting spurs of these mountains. 
Iu planting care ihduld be exercised in 
seloctinK these protected localities. 


Then, what la equally important, great 


care should be cxcercieed in selecting 
good, clean, healthy (rries, free from all 
rcale insects, ^an Bernardino county 
has always hnld Crjt rank among the 
southern counties because of bar greater 
distance from tbe eea coast. Ttio sua 
coast counties have all had great trouble 
with Bcnle bugs and smutty fruit. Tho 
counties in'the upper end ol your grcnt 
valley, being so far inland, have many 
advantage, but their orange and lemon 
groves can only be kept clean and pros* 
perous by &r< at care in eocuring trees 
from equally favorable tMstricts. The 
press should sound the note of warning,

How tbe Kin* of the Islands Got 


Possession of Valuable State 


Papers. 


In the San Francisco Chronicle ol 


February Gth there is given a summary 
of leading facts and events relating to 
the subject of tho annexation of tbe 
Hawaiian islands to tbe United States, 
in which no mention ia made of a most 
important event that happened in the 
years 18C8 69. 


In March, 180S, the. Unttsd States 


steamer L^ckawanna arrived in the bar 
borof Honolulu under the command -ol 
Captain Reynolds, who, eomo years bo 
fore, had eorvod four years in Hawaii ae 
a naval storo keeper, or iu some such 
office. 
Ostensibly the cruise of the 


ikawomia'wae of the eatne nattire aa 


that of any other United States veeael, 
but in reality ehe was then for the ex- 
press purpose of feeling tho pulse of tbo 
cation in regard to annexation. 


During the steamer's stay in Honolulu 


a voluminous correspondence between 
the commnnder and the home govern- 
ment had accumulated, and was in the 
possession ot Captain Reynolds. Cap- 
tain Reynolds hud at that time a clerk, 
who was young and gay, fond of society 
and, withal, a general favorite with the 
King's officers, one of whom, William 
Ragadale, the official interpreter of the 
superior court, seemed to have an uii- 
uaual influence over him, and who, in 
accordance with the expressed wish of 
tbo King, prevailed on him to get 
possession of that correspondence and 
take it to too King. 


When all had beon mado ready the 


dark announced to his friend Ragsdale 
that he would meet him at a certain 
place aud they would go together to the 
king with all the letters he (the clerk) 
bad purloined from the captain relating 
to Hawaii. At the time appointed the 
clerk, disguised at a native woman, met 
Ragsdale, and they went to the palace 
together where the letters were delivered 
to the king. 


Toe king being in possession of this 


correspondence, was in a position to de- 
mand an explanation of tha intentions of 
the United State*, which, it is said, he 
did. With those who were not directly 
connected with the affair It was not 
definitely known whether he did or not, 
but It was very generally conceded that 
[ID did mnke each a demand and that ho 
got no satisfaction. However, the clerk 
was arrested and kept in confinement on 
board the vessel during the rest of her 
stay in the islands and WoS subaequently 
court martialed for the offense at Mare 
Island. 


The officers and crew of the ship were 


forbidden going ashore in any part of tho 
kingdom and for some time this order 
was rigorously 
enforced, but cubBO- 


quoutly rescinded. 
Shortly after the 


rescinding of the order the vessel left for 
Lome ana it was then that tbo subject 
was freely discuaa&d that the vessel's 
mission was to annex the islands to the 
United Statog or elae to prepare the way 
Tor annexation, and that tho correspond- 
once stolen from the captain related 
principally to that subject.
